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REMARKS 

Claims 1-23 are pending in the application. Claims 6-16 are allowed. Claims 21-23 
are objected to but indicated as having allowable subject matter. Claims 1-5 and 17-20 are 
rejected. Applicant requests reconsideration and allowance of claims 1-5 and 17-23. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-16 are allowed. 

Applicant acknowledges the allowed claims. 

Claims 21-23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim» but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Applicant acknowledges the allowable subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S. C. § 103 

Claims 1-3, 5 and 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yokoyama (U.S. 2003/0232471 Al). 

Yokoyama is not prior art to the present application as was alleged in a September 19, 
2005 Office Action. Although the present application was filed on October 3, 2003, a foreign 
priority claim under U.S.C. 119 was previously acknowledged making applicant's effective 
filing date October 18, 2002. Yokoyama was filed on December 23, 2002, after applicant's 
effective filing date. See MPEP 2136.0300 and 7.06(f)(l)(I)(D). Enclosed is a translation of 
the priority document which was submitted with the original application. Therefore, the 
rejection under Section 103(a) is overcome, for at least the reason that Yokoyama is not prior 
art, claims 1-3, 5 and 17-20 are in condition for allowance. 

Claim 4 is rejected imder 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yokoyama as 
applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Chiang, et al. (U.S. 6,383,863 Bl). 
Claim 4 should be allowed for at least the same reason as claim 1 . 
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Conclusion 

For the foregoing reasons, reconsideration and allowance of claims 1-5 and 17-23 of 
the application as amended is solicited.
